I may have to pay 
him a visit this afternoon. 

It sounds like our Geos 
programming guru is so 
busy he can’t see straight. I, 
like many others, am still 
waiting on equipment pur¬ 
chased from Click Here 
quite some time ago. I’m in 
no rush but pride of owner¬ 
ship is a good thing. Will 
Maurice be at the Expo? I 
predict increased activity 
soon!! 
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Recently Bruce Tho¬ 
mas and I have em¬ 
barked on a project 
that we believe will 
create big dividends 
for the Commodore 
community. For two 
years, we played back and 
forth with the idea of COPS 
becoming a support group for 
the expansion of the GoDot 
experience. Recently, we used 
the publishing of the article, 
"How to GoDot #1", in the 
most recent issue of the Com¬ 
modore Digest, as a way to 
kick off this campaign. We 
tried to "seduce" you into try¬ 
ing this program so that we 
might have a test group to 
check it out and find out how 
it might enhance 
Commodoring for the future. 

It seems that the only person 
we "seduced" was Geoff 
Sullivan. (Apparently, he's 
easy! 

My question is where are the 
Linda Tanners, the Earl 
Williamses, the Stephen 
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Blaskos, 
and the 
other 
heavy- 
hitters 
that has 
made this 
mail list 
so potent 
in the past. All I am asking is 
that those who actually USE 
their Commodores try this 
GoDot thing out, and then let 
us know what works or 
doesn't work, what you like or 
don't like, and so on. 

While I am one of Go Dot's big¬ 
gest supporters, I am also one 
of its biggest critics. It irks 
me no end that GoDot only 
understands PET ASCII file 
names. While it excels in be¬ 
ing able to covert images from 
the Internet into the Commo¬ 
dore environment, it contin¬ 
ues to be unable to handle the 
file names of the Internet 
which are expressed in TRUE 
ASCII. 

For example, Todd Elliott sent 
me a wonderful label which 
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the LUCKI Club will use to des¬ 
ignate GODOT disks in the fu¬ 
ture. Along with the JPEG im¬ 
age, which is superb, he sent 
me a multi-color mode image 
which I can view in GoDot, 
entitled GODOTPIC.4BT. 
Unfortunately, GoDot could 
not recognize the image, so I 
reasoned correctly that the 
file name was TRUE ASCII and 
that I had to convert it to PET 
ASCII. I tried using JiffyDOS 
as Bruce Thomas recom¬ 
mended. I tried everything in 
both JiffyDOS and C= Basic 
that I could think of and 
wasted more than a hour try¬ 
ing to convert the TRUE ASCII 
file name into PET ASCII, but 
with no success. 

Finally, I guessed that 
JiffyDOS might not be able to 
accept or understand all TRUE 
ASCII characters, thus it could 
not read the file name 
GODOTPIC .4BT as I received 
it over the Internet from 
Todd. So I fired up GEOS/ 
Wheels and changed the 
name to a single capital let¬ 
ter. Now JiffyDOS WAS able 
to convert the file name to 
"godotpic.4bt" and GoDot was 
able to show me the image on 
screen. GREAT JOB, TODD! 


So now when I must convert 
a TRUE ASCII file name to PET 
ASCII, I know that I may have 
to go into GEOS/Wheels 
(which deals in straight ASCII) 
and replace the file name with 
any capital letter between A 
and Z. Then I know that 
JiffyDOS or regular C= Basic 
will be able to read the old file 
name and change it accord¬ 
ing. In JiffyDOS, my com-, 
mand line looked like this. 

@r:newfilename=oldfilename 
or, in my case, 
@r:godotpic.4bt=A 


Again, I can assure every one 
of you that those who have 
tried this GoDot exercise (or 
tutorial) have felt it worth 
their while and have been 
enormously impressed by the 
vast potential of this program. 
I truly believe that if we try 
this project together, that we 
will profit from it greatly. But 
it is of little consequence to 
COPS if only 3 members of the 
list are working on this, and I 
will be saddened if we have 
to let it die. (The project, not 
GoDot!) :-/ 

PLEASE make the effort to 
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download the files you need 
and try it. Let us know how 
you get along with it. We 
need to exercise our 64 
muscles once in a while or 
we get soft and flabby. 
DON'T LET IT HAPPEN TO 
YOU! :-))

Squeals, squawks, sounds 
that belong in a 1950’s era 
“B” sci-fi movie. Then on the 
screen the words appear 
“connecting...” Made it to 
the BBS and a world rich in 
history and culture. That is 
the hope anyway, and it is if 
the board you call is well 
kept. I won’t lie to you. 

There are some that are not 
well maintained, some that 
are just a platform for the 
political attitude of the 
SysOp. Good news is that 
they are rare these days. 

Why call a BBS? Aren’t they 
outdated and killed off by * 
the Inet? If I am in a sarcas¬ 
tic mood, I reply “Why call 
the Inet with spam, porn 
ads, scams, popups and 
scares of all sorts of virus, 
illegal files an the lot?” Most 
of the time I just tell people 
that the BBS is alive and 
doing well for the right call- 
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ers. If they let me explain 
more, then I can let them 
know about the BBS being a 
place for specific interests as 
well as for local information. 
That is part of this article. 

I’ll apologize now for words 
used that may not make 
sense or be understandable. 
Also please note that prima¬ 
rily this is about Commo¬ 
dore BBS boards. 

What will you find when 
you “jack” into the BBS ma¬ 
trix. To use some of the 
cyber terms found on some 
boards. First you will find a 
THEME. This is the major 
premise or call it the prime 
interest of the board and 
therefore the members. As 
an example, mine is for C= 
and Amiga support plus 
support for Role Playing 
Games. Others that I have 
seen are for files, and that 
can be subdivided to even 
just demos. What will you 
find on a BBS? You may 
think limited information. 

On that you would be 
wrong. Each BBS is a world 
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in and of it’s self. Forgive 
the self indulgence of using 
my own BBS as an example. 
Best if I deal with what I 
know, rather than try to go 
into deep detail of other 
boards. 

True, you as the reader 
may not be interested in all 
of what we have to offer at 
“The Village BBS”. We are 
Role Playing Gamers and C= 
& Amiga pc users. You may 
like the files, the discus¬ 
sions on different topics, or 
even the on-line games. 
There is much on a BBS that 
can interest the caller. 

What you need to find is a 
BBS that reflects your inter¬ 
ests. Mine is great if you 
want a BBS that is pro Com¬ 
modore and anti windrone. 
If you are into games, if you 
are interested in files. These 
are not just C= files, but 
things like jpg’s that can be 
downloaded <DLed>. Re¬ 
garding files, as I write these 
lines, there are over 2500 of 
them on my board. In re¬ 
gards to games, I have over 
70 on line at the moment. 
Message bases are set up for 
R.P.G. discussion, general, 
C=, Amiga, Local Users 
Group, C= games, Geos, 
P.B.E.M. <Play By Electronic 


Mail>, CommLink Network, 
Fantasy discussion, Sci-Fi 
discussion. Buy Sell Trade, 
Martial Arts and more. Why? 
Because that is what we are 
interested in and therefore 
the theme of the BBS. 

On other C= boards things 
are different. There is one 
on a C=64 in Alabama that 
is dedicated to Sci-Fi. Prima¬ 
rily in the Star Trek mythos. 
Another in New Jersey also 
on a Commodore 64, is the 
home of Onslaught/Xennon 
as well as the depository for 
Chromance group. The lat¬ 
ter having disbanded. One 
in California also on a C=64 
is demo and warez. Another 
in Idaho is the I IQ, for the 
modded Omni-128 BBS prg. 
Also the home of the Mad 
Hackers Group. Lots of 
warez at that site, about 
2,700 files. Got them myself 
in a copy party. 

These are all the themes I 
mentioned. I hope that I 
have shown that the C= BBS 
is alive and well with a se¬ 
lected audience. There are 
more that I haven’t con¬ 
tacted as of this writing. 
Perhaps I can do more in 
this line for you in the fu¬ 
ture. Suffice to state that 
you can cheaply call a BBS 
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these days with all the dif¬ 
ferent long distance plans. 

Be nice to see you in “The
